I.KCTURB OF FBKDKBICK DOCGLASfc .VI 


BALTIMOHB. 


Frederick Douglass lectured at Balti- 


more Taesday evening on Sao Domingo. 
The following is the substance of "his re- 
marks: He said he had heretofore been, 
in the habit of speaking oxtemporaneouB- 
ly, but as this lecture was on an import- 
«»f«Tibj««t—one engromng the mind* of 
all oven and a* he designed it somewhat 


ijhis report on the late cornmuaion to 


Son Domingo, he had put hia thoughts on 
jiaper. He wag in favor ol annexation but 
as that subject was no longer a new one it 
.would be difficult for him or any one else 
'at this day to say aught that was new. 
As to its propriety, overy one had a right 
to,his own opinion—he loved a free ex- 
pression of opinion, and all men, espe- 
cially the colored should carefully canvass 
every public measure. The colored race 
was no longer chattels, but men and citi- 
zens, with all the right* and privileges of 
men, able to appear at the ballot box an 
well as the cartridge box, and also, when 
properly qualified, to sit m the jnry box. 
fherefore, all should endeavor to qualiry 
for tbe new state opened to the race. He 
rejoiced to nee white men well informed, 
and at tho same time he wan anxious to 
me the colored man but httlo behind bib 
whit* brother. 


He regretted to eee|Charlee Sumner, one 


of the brightest statesmen of the age, dif- 
fer with the President on the question of 
annexation. Mr Sumner had done more 
than any man living for the colored race, 
and he was still largely in their interest. 
but-Le! should consider that there was a 
wide difference between the preesnt time 
and twenty years ago. Then the lecturer 
bitterly oppcwed the annexation of any 
more territory, for the simple reason that 
extension of territory meant extension of 
slavery. He and hie party opposed the 
annexation of Canada, because at that time 
that province was a convenient place to 
visit when the colored man of the slave 
States desired to travel. They opposed 
annexing Cuba and Mexico, becauoe that 
would have been an extension of slavery; 
but "now the great stumbling block being 
removed, they were in favor of extending 
the protecting arm ol this country in every 
direction. 


Thousands upon thousands from the 


European countries were coining here 
every year, and why not admit the hand- 
ful of Dominicans who desire to baoonte 
citizens of the great republic? Mr. Dong- 
lass said he went to San Domingo to tee 
and bear, and here came in the remarkable 
fact that a colored man should have been 
selected a* one of the Commissioner*, 
The very man who bad been snubbed on 
board of steamboat* and railroad can on 
account of bio color, had dined with the 
commander of a United States frigtte and 
with the other members of the Commu- 
aion and thone attached to it, md had 
been their duly companion for weeks. 
Things have changed, wonderfully, but 
still tbe foolti wore not yet all dead, 
although many of them were improving. 


Ot all the West India islands San Do- 


mingo was the largest, richest, and tmoat 
beautiful, embracing an area of 27,000 
square miles, with a summer lasting all 
the year round, and with mountains cov- 
ered with the richest verdure and the 
most valuable woods. He said one of the 
principal questions a>ked him by the col- 
ored people on his return was, "what do 
tbe people ont there cat ?" and he then 
proceeded to narrate tho products of tbe 
noil, &o. The great difficulty with tbe 
people of San Domingo was that nature

The flr»t proposition, the prisoner argues 


at length, reviewing the testimony on the 
trial, and fortifying his positions by sta- 
tutory authorities and established princi- 
ples o! criminal law and evidence. His 
argument is remarkable for it* clearness 
of statement and logical method and skill. 


His second position, in which he dilates 


npon the orig» and growth olthe various 
cuHivated languages of the eaith, ancient 
.ind modern, is fall of cnrioa* speculation 
und refinement of learning, sufficient to 
confuse and astonish the vulgar mind, but 
which a philologist may admit to contain 
nothing either very nov.l or remarkable 
or mrtiitoriou*. 


We fear, however, that this appeal for 


Executive clemency will be perfectly 
futile. 
"Were Raloff now for the first 


time before the Courts, ha would find in 
the law a shield, and . in the public mind, 
that moral sympathy on which the Ex- 
ecutive pardon might be confidently predi- 
cated. But unfortunately bis antecedents 
are so had, so suspicious, that he is pre* 
judged and condemned already. He is 
deemed capable of any crime. He is re- 
garded as a monster of cruelty, as 
void of conscience and destitute of truth. 
His very talent* and acquirements, so far 
from extenuating hi' offense, only add to 
fte millstone of public indignation and 
distrust. The vary Courts turn away 
from his subtle reasonings and his plausi- 
ble arguments, lest they confess them- 
selves beguiled and ensnared by the 
devilish aita of this intellectual sophist. 
Governor Hoffman, therefore, would have 
ton much regard for his popularity, to in- 
terpose between the verdict of a jury and 
the sentence of the Supreme Court, con- 
firmed and approved by the judgment of 
the highest Court of Judicature in the 
State. It U asking to3 much. 


Raloff, therefore, had better lay aside 


his researches .and companions into the 
philosophical and artUtio connections of 
human language, and, in all seriousness, 
address a petition of a somewhat different 
character, to another and higher tribunal. 


RoloS is, indeed, an extraordinary ex- 


ample of perverted talents and misspent 
opportunities. With capacities for great 
usefulness to others, and self-distinction, 
he years ago cast off all restraint of laws, 
human and divine, and deliberately chose 
his lot with felons and outcasts. After 
eluding the detection of his crimes by 
Incredible ingenuity, ha is at hut 
involved beyond extrication in the toils 
oi justice, and delivered over to the just 
retributions ot offended law. 
And if any 


human being can forfeit his life for his 
crimes; if capital punishment can ever be 
justified, it is in the case of Ruloff. It 
may b» that he is the only possessor of the 
golden key which can unlock the arcana 
of human language. Bat the world will 
be slow to accept his testimony on that 
point as conclusive. 


They will rather mi,trust that this is 


only a species of literary quackery, in- 
tended to cheat the gallows of its appoint- 
ed victim. But there are other secrets, 
darker mysteries, which will we fear be 
buried in the- sftave with this man. And 
it is only when the waters of the lake as 
well as the boscm of the valley shall jield 
up their dead, in the day when all the 
secret* of men shall be revealed, that all 
the black catalogues of Buloff's crimes, 
and acts of turpitude and cruelty will be 
made manifest.

James M. Masou. 


James M. Mason, who' died at Alexan- 


dria, Va,, on Saturday night last, was a 
well known Southern Democratic states- 
man and secessionist. He was horn in 
liirfar county, Virginia, in 1797. He 


Wu the lineal descendant of an English 
cavalier who, escaping from the disastrous 
field of Worcester in 1651, made his escape 
disguised as a peasant, and embarking for 
America, landed at Norfolk, Va., where ha 
purchased an estate, and where his descend- 
ant* have since lived. -Tames M. Mason 
received a good early ednoation, and grad- 
uated at the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1813. 
He studied law at the college of 


William and M*ry, arid obtained a license 
to practice in 1830. 


In 1836 he was elected .to the Virginia 


House of Delegate* and twice re-elected. 
He w<i« a representative in Congress from 
1887 to 1889, and in 1847 was elected a 
Senator in Congress, and re-elected in 
1849. 
He held this position until 1861, 


having for several sessions been Chairman 
of'the Committee on Foreign Relations. 
On the breaking out of the rebellion in 
1861, Mr. Muon took part with the Con- 
Federates, and was expelled from tho Sen- 
ate in July of the same year. 


Having' been appointed one of tiie Com- 


missioners from the Confederate Govern- 
ment to England, Mr. Mason sailed from 
Charleston with Mr. Slidell, his fellow 
Commissioner, on October 12, 1871. 
He 


arrived at Havana on October 31, and em- 


•ked on the Royal Mail Steamer Trent 


On November 8 the Trent was boarded 
by Captain Wilkes, of the San Jticinto, 
and Messrs. Mason and Slidell were cap- 
ur*d and taken on board. They were 
anded in Boston, and sent to Fort War- 
ren as prisoners of war. 
Great Britain 


lemanded the unconditional surrender of 
Messrs. Mason and Slide!!. With this de- 
mand the United States Government com- 
plied. Governor Seward baaing that com- 
.lianoe on the failure of Captain Wilkes 
o bring the Trent into port for adjadioa- 
ton on the legality of his act. 


Mr. Mason returned to Europe and 


made fruitless efforts to obtain recogni- 
tion for the Confederacy by foreign gov- 
ernments, but Bucoeodud largely in se- 
mring the moral sympathy for her cause 
among the aristocracy, and in inducing 
shipbuilders to give covert aid to the pri- 
vateering enterprise* of the Alabama and 
ither vessels. He returned to this coun- 
try to see the fall of all his hopes and for- 
nnes, and died a thoroughly used np 
and mortified man, leaving a stain and 
reproach on the historical name of Mason 
once so illustrious for patriotism, and 
civil service, and high talent in old Vir- 
fir.ia.

There was a large nnmb?r of members 


of the bar present at the -iiipremo Court 
chamber to-day, inoludi;iu Solicitor Gen- 
eral Brialow and Senator I'rumbull and 
Cole. A» it was known that the court 
will announce^ many opinions prepared 
during the weeks of recosa previous to ad- 
journing until the 10th of October next, 
all the judges were on tho bench, with the 
exception of Justice Nelson, who is absent 
from the city. The Chief Justice retired 
at about two o'clock, and none of the opin- 
ions were announced by him. At tbreo 
o'clock Justice Clifford read a brief paper 
in the legal tender oases of Kuox vs. Ze, 
and Parker vs. Davis, as follows : In these 
two <iue»tions were heretofore to bo agreed, 
namely : The first is an act of Congress 
kuowu as Lsgal Tender act, constitution 
ul as to contracts made before its passage. 
Second, ia it valid as applicable to trans- 
actions since its passage ? These quca 
tions have been considered by the court, 
and both have been decided in tho ailirni- 
otivi). The decree of the Supreme Judi 
cial.Court of Massachusetts iu tho case of 
Parker vs. Davis is therefore af'inned, and 
the judgment of the Circuit Court of 'the 
United Swtad of the Western District 
of Texas is also offered. Tho Chief Juotiee, 
with Associate Justices Nelson, Clifford, 
and Field, dissent from the majority of 
the Court upon both propositions, holding 
that the Act of Congress, as far as applica- 
ble to contracts made before its passage, is 
repugnant to the Constitution and void, 
and also that it is repugnant to tho Con- 
stitution and void so far as applicable to 
contracts made since its passage. The 
opinion of the Court und reasons for dis- 
sent will be read before it is closed for an 
adjourned term. Ia Dunning vs. Sears, 
and other?, and cases from the Supreme 
Court of Michigan, contracts were made 
for the delivery of a specified weight in 
gold, solvable as coined money.

Riceville is situated on Oil Greek, three 


and one-half miles below Oil Creek Lake 
in Bloomfield township, n orth-eastern par; 
of Crawford county. 


The township takes its name from Thos. 


Bloomfield, E>q , who settled here nearly 
seventy- years ago. 
Bloomfield formerly 


included the eastern part of this county. 


About the year 1834, where the hotel ol 


B. B. Cummings now stands, the first 
clearings were made by Mr. S. P. Rice 
and from him tha village derived its name 
Mr. Eice built on the site of- tbe present 
mills, a grist and eaw mills; he also open- 
ed a public house. 


B. B. Westgate, E-q., came to the new 


settlement in 1840; on the Uast Branch, or 
Bloomfield Hun, erected a mill for the 
manufacture of measures. 


S T. Hallook, Esq., in 184C, purchased 


"the water privilege and a tract of timbered 
land; he shortly after associated with him 
Mr. Jesse Smith, and the firm prosecuted 
the lumber traffic for the ensuing nine 
years; in connection TTith the lumber 
business, they opened i store, the first in 
the place. The same year,, Messrs. Mal- 
lery and Adams became residents; the lat- 
ter was proprietor of a shoe shop, and was 
among the first to erect a good frame 
house. 


Rev. Mr. H^ndrix and son, Dr. E Hen- 


drbc, located here in. 1847. 
The doctor 


practised for tho next twelve or fifteen 
years. 


The red school house wis built in '47-S, 


mostly by subscription, Hallock, Smith & 
Westgate being the uhief contributors. 
At that ti me it was the finest school build- 
ing in this section of the country. In 
1849, D. D "Walker, E-q .commenced the 
manufacture of chairs, which occupation, 
to a great extent, ho has been engaged in 
ever since. Mr. E. Faring ton, in 1850, 
erected a carding mill; the same year C. 
H & Q. D. StnitL builc a store and dwell- 
ing, 
and for a number of years did a 


thriving business. Mr. Nelson Waters, 
in 1854, openad a grocery, and though the 
commencement was &mall,yet it proved to 
be the foundation of one of the belt coun- 
try stores ia the county. E i Griffith, 
Ejq., came here in 1857, and went into 
tbe cabinet business. The Congregational 
Church was built in 1858, Captain Thos. 
Ferry being oua of tbe leading spirits in 
ts construction. 
RJY. 17. T. Chamber- 


ain was the first Congregational Pastor! 
le offiiiated for the ensuing twelva years. 
Phe Methodists have occupied tbe build- 
ng part of the time, ever siuco its com- 
iletion. Wmsor & King started a hard- 
ware store, the sumo year, and the loca- 
tion proved to ba a good one for their 
business. 


The present grist mill was erected in 
857, by Smith & Gray, who at that time 
were engaged in the milling and lumber 
msiness. To conclude article first it may 
not be out of place to relate an event of 
861, which at that time excited a great 
eal of interest, and is closely connected 
with the history of Riceville: "Battlo of 
ilnddy Creek." In common with the 
itizens of the North, the fire of patriot- 
sin was at its zenith in tha Summer of 
861. We had sent our quota to the 
rout, and vowed that tho cause for which 
they went would be supported at home.

—all was quiet, when lo! from the east a

the martcin 
Hence, lu making amputa- 


tion*, it has *ilwa}s been considered neces- 
sary to pnserve a "flap" of skin to fold 
over the exposed end of tbe limb in order 
to form a co-ering of »kin and a good 
"stump." But in Gardner's case the pa- 
tient wusteo woakto admit of amputation, 
and it wa» a question of life or death to 
save the ankle-joint and form A akin for 
the crashed and mangled stamp. This 
wa» dons by a wouderlul process, viz , by 
transplanting or grafting on the wounded 
part from tune, to Ume a small portion oi 
•km from another part of tbe body. 
Pieces of ekin not so large as a grain of 
wheat were taken from the patient's arm 
and grafted on the lacerated stump, where 
they took root, as it were, formed • nuc- 
leus for growth, and gradually spread till 
the whole surface was completely covered 
with a nonud and new integument of skin, 
and tbe young man has a good ankle-joint 
and a beautiful stump. The surgeon in 
charge (whose name we are not at liberty 
to ue~) does not claim to be tbe discoverer 
of this Ueatar-ut, the credit of which is 
due to a celebrated surgeon of Para— Mr. 
Brverdin, we believe. Bat the present 
case is btlieved to be Uie most dearly de- 
fiued and eminently successful one yet 
treated in loo United States, and. u snob 
will undoubtedly excite much interest in 
scientific) oirc'es.
